his famous South American tour to overcome the impression that 
we were attempting aggression and conquest of the Caribbean 
and Central American republics. 


Speaking at Rio Janeiro at the Third International Pan- 


American Congress, Mr. Root defined the official policy of our 
government as follows : 


"We wish for no victories but those of peace; for no territory ex- 


cept our own; for no soverignty except the sovereignty over our 
selves. We deem the independence and equal rights of the smallest 
and weakest member of the family of nations entitled to as much re- 
spect as those of the greatest empire. . . . 
We neither claim nor 


desire any rights, or privileges, or powers that we do not freely con- 
cede to every American republic."
